Final public meeting 
set on Satellite airport 


Following the public meet- 
ing on the evening of April 23 
in Villeneuve Hall, the Mini- 
stry of Transport will beina 
position to make a decision 
on the location of a satellite 
airport for Edmonton, Mr, 
R, J. Rohr, regional plann- 
ing manager for M.O,T. said 
Tuesday. 

Public meetings have been 
held at NAIT, The Edmonton 
Flying Club and Villeneuve 
and MO,T. has received 
written representation and 
comments from a number of 
individuals and organiza- 
tions as well. These have 
now been analyzed and a re- 
port will be given at the April 
23 meeting. 

The Ministry of Transport 
has been working in co-op- 
eration with anumber of fed- 
eral and provincial depart- 
ments and agencies, includ- 
ing the Department of High- 
ways, Environment, Industry 
and Commerce, and Edmon- 
ton Regional Planning, 
Twelve possible sites around 
the city have been investiga- 
ted and these have now been 
narrowed down to four: Site 
1, south of Stony Plain; Site 
5, SW. of Villeneuve; Site 6 
West of Villeneuve and Site 
7, between Villeneuve and 
St, Albert. 

The Springbank satellite 
airport, 14 miles west of 
Calgary centre was visited 
by a group of three MO,T, 
people; six members of the 
Villeneuve Athletie Associa- 
tion - Real Durocher, Wm, 
Soetaert, Angeline Majeau, 


Herman Bokenfohr, Dixie 
and Gilbert Soetaert; and two 
M.D, Sturgeon representa- 
tives, Reeve Bill Flynn and 
Councillor Glen Berry, The 
Edmonton satellite airport 
would be very similar accor- 
ding to Mr. Rohr, About 
nine quarters of land is need- 
ed, of which 30 per cent 
would be used for the air- 
port and the remainder re- 
tained and leased for agri- 
cultural use, serving as a 
buffer. 

In Calgary the group met 
with the airport manager and 
a number of citizens in the 
area, Springbank operates 
from 7 am, until 11 p.m. 
every day of the year. Ques- 
tions were raised with local 
citizens on possible pro- 
blems such as noise, diffi- 
culty with livestock and van- 


dalism, Some objected to 
noise, particularly at the 
end of runways, others said 
it was no more of a problem 
‘han trucks on the adjacent 
highway. The Springbank 
airport actually helped the 
vandalism situation, the 
group was told, since police 
patrol the area at night and 
there is more traffic at night 
as well, Chickens would go 
right onto the runways and 
other livestock adjusted 
without problems. 

Runways are built to go 
into the wind, but flight paths 
can be adjusted somewhat in 
consideration of where noise 
will have the least effect.

This founding service had 
been preceded by an organ- 
izational meeting the pre- 
vious Sptember at the home 
of Mr, and Mrs, J, M, Park- 
er, St, Albert, The Interim- 
Moderator appointed by the 
Presbytery of Edmonton as 
Minister in charge of the 
St. Albert congregation was 
the Rev, Jesse Bigelow, Min- 
ister of Westmount Presby- 
terian Church, The first 
members of the Interim Kirk 
Session, the ruling court of 
the congregation, were J, A, 
Gerrard, Dr, G, Hodgson 
and J, Bramley Moore. 

On May 8, 1964 the con- 
gregation took an option to 
buy the land of the present 
church site at the corners 
of Sir Winston Churchill 
Avenue, Bishop Street and 
Bernard Drive in the Brae- 
side district, Later in 1964 
three members of the con- 
gregation, Gordon Mc- 
Broom, John Hostler and 
Andy VanDer Straten were 
elected and ordained to the 
Eldership of the Church and 
joined the Kirk Session, The 
first members of the Board 
of Managers’ elected the 
same year were: Bill Biss- 
onnette, Herb Mcllveen, 
Brad Harvey, Garth Peter- 
son and John Hostler, 

In July of 1964 the first 
minister of Braeside Pres- 
byterian, the Rev. W. D, 
(Biff) Jarvis was appointed 
by the Board of Missions of 
the Presbyterian Church in 
Canada, The Service of Re- 


cognition for Mr, Jarvis by 
the Presbytery of Edmonton 
was held on September 11, 
1964, 

In 1965 two more elders 

were elected and ordained, 
Mr, Bill Bissonnette and Al- 
bert Vandenberg, In 1966 
consultations began for the 
erection of a church build- 
ing and financing was arr- 
anged, 
On Sunday, March 24, 1968 
the sod was turned for the 
new church building by the 
Chairman of the Building 
Committee, Bill Lowrie, 
Submissions for the name 
of the congregation were also 
received and the name 
‘Braeside,’ suggested by 
Mr, Lowrie was selected, 
The first Kirk Session meet- 
ing in the new building was 
held in September 1968, On 
October 20, 1968 the new 
Braeside Presbyterian 
Church building was offi- 
cially opened with a Ser- 
vice of Dedication by the 
Presbytery of Edmonton, 

In June of 1969 the Rev. 
W. D, Jarvis left St, Albert 
to accept a call to minister 
to a Presbyterian congre- 
gation in Ontario, In Sep- 
tember of the same yeat 
the Rev, J. M, Murdoch was 
appointed Minister of Brae- 
side Presbyterian and in 
November Mr, Dave Adlard 
was ordained to the Elder- 
ship, 

The resignation of Mr, 
Murdoch as Minister was 
received in September 1970 
after one year of ministry 
in St, Albert, In March of 
1971 two more members 
were elected to the Kirk 
Session and ordained to the 
Eldership, Garth Peterson 
and Bill Hanna,» 

In the spring of 1971 the 
Rev, Noel Gordon was app- 
ointed Minister of the Church 
upon his graduation from 
Knox College, Toronto, He 
was ordained to the Christ- 
ian Ministry and recognized 
as the Minister of Braeside 
Presbyterian by the Pres- 
bytery of Edmonton on June 
22, 1971, Sharing in the 
leadership of this Service

of Ordination and Recogni- 
tion was the Rev, Russell 
Gordon, the new minister’s 
father from London, Ontario 

During the spring and 
summer of 1972 the work of 
landscaping the church pro- 
perty was begun with grass 
seeding and shrub planting. 
That September the first 
member of the congregation 
to be licenced to preach the 
Gospel, Dorcas Gordon, was 
so licenced in a service at 
the church by the Presby- 
tery of Edmonton, 

On the night of Jan, 22, 
in 1973, fire caused con- 
siderable damage to the roof 
and upper area of the church 
building, while smoke and 
water damage was consider- 
able througtiout the rest of 
the building, Repairs were 
begun immediately and com- 
pleted in time for the Ser- 
vice of Induction of the Rev. 
Noel Gordon as the Minister 
of Braeside Presbyterian, 
called by the congregation, In 
March a special Service of

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The Sturgeon Health Unit 
has prepared material on 
steps that can be taken to 
protect water supplies, san- 
itary facilities, utilities, 
food and drugs and for the 
restoration of property in 
the event of spring flood- 
ing. 

It states that water which 
has flooded premises is the 
product of snow and ice melt 
which has been exposed to 
manure, filth, human waste 
and sewage, and is a threat 
to human health, 

According to the report 
water supplies are normally 
the first to be affected and 
boiling a minimum of 10 
minutes is a method of en- 
suring safety. Water may 
also be treated chemically 
with chlorine or iodine, 
SANITARY FACILITIES: 

Sanitary facilities are 
quite likely to be affected, 
If a water carried plumb- 
ing and drainage system is 
installed, efforts toward 
preventing the sanitary sew- 
er backing up into the build- 
ing will make the future 
clean-up considerably eas- 
ier. Where possible drains 
should be plugged off to pre- 
vent back-flow, The Health 
Unit warns people not to 
attempt to use the system 
unless certain the sewer is 
open and the drainage facil- 
ity functioning. 

UTILITIES: 

Precautions should be ta- 
ken to ensure safety. The 
action taken will be depen- 
dent on the type or means 
or heating and in particu-

FOOD AND DRUGS: 

Foods and drugs which 
have been exposed to flood 
waters may be highly con- 
taminated from the water’s 
exposure to sewage and hu- 
man wastes, Foods and drugs 
that have been exposed 
should be considered con- 
taminated and be examined, 
sorted, properly treated or 
discarded, and further in- 
formation is available from 
the Health Unit on canned 
foods, vegetables, fruit, 
dried foods, meat, bottled 
beverages and medicines and 
drugs. 

CLEAN-UP: 

Advice on cleaning,up and 
restoring flooded areas is 
also given. Areas which are 
thoroughly cleaned and pro- 
perly disinfected will be less 
likely to develop the damp 
musty odor. 

In some cases it may be 
necessary to lift flour cov- 
erings in order to thoroughly 
clean and effectively sanit- 
ize. Sections of the wall 
covering may have to be 
removed in order to effec- 
tively dry insulation and pre- 
vent odor. Insulation may 
have to be removed in some 
cases,

Wells and cisterns con- 
taminated by flood waters 
must be treated before being 
put back into service, Wells 
should be thoroughly pump- 
ed out then chlorinated, Cis- 
terns should be emptied and 
the walls and floor thor- 
oughly scrubbed before being 
refilled, The fresh water 
should be chlorinated by ad- 
ding one (1) tablespoon of 
chlorine (Javex or Perfex) 
for each 200 gallons of wat- 
er added, Further informa- 
tion is available at the Health 
Unit. 

SEPTIC TANK & FIELD: 

A septic tank and field 
which has been flooded will 
be out of service for a long 
time unless steps are taken 
to restore it. The septic 
tank portion of the system 
(1st Compartment) should be 
unaffected. The dosing 
chamber (2nd Compartment 
with bell and syphon) should 
be pumped out to allow the 
field to dry. Do not attempt 
to pump out the system while 
any part of the field is under 
water. 

The local Health Unit will 
provide further information, 


Disaster services ready 
for fleed threat 


Disaster Services is co- 
ordinating the Alberta Gov- 
ernment response to the con- 
tinued potential flood threat 
for low-lying and flood- 
prone areas, and is advising 
municipalities on prepara- 
tions that can and should be 
made, 

All requests for assist- 
ance from the government 
or reports of flooding threats 
to critical points should be 
made to Alberta Disaster 
Services, 455-7181 (24 hrs.) 

The Alberta Government 
has a stockpile of 150,000 
sandbags, with an additional 
100,000 on hand by mid-May, 
It is planned to hold stock- 
piles of these bags in Cal- 
gary, Red Deer, Edmonton 
and Grimshaw for necessary 
quick distribution, Requests 
for these sandbags must be 
directed to Alberta Disaster 
Services, and will be avail- 
able for pickup at a 50 per 
cent cost of approximetely 
15¢ per bag. The Provincial 
Government will pay the re~ 
maining 50 percent, 

It is not intended to issue 
any sandbags util a mure 
definitive threat material- 
izes, Disaster Services sug- 


gests that municipalities 
should establish a flood 
watch on critical areas and 
assess locally available re- 
sources that may be re- 
quired, They should also as- 
sess possible additional re- 
sources that may be requir- 
ed, All requests for Provin- 
cial Government or Federal 
Government (including De- 
partment of National De- 
fence) assistance must be 
made by elected officials, 

Establish or renew alter- 
ing and mobilization proce- 
dures of key personnel in- 
cluding representatives of 
utility companies, industry 
and volunteer agencies; de- 


signate and make prelimin- 
ary preparations for an 
emergency headquarters; 
identify possible additional 
communications require- 
ments and alert AGT, citi- 
zens’ Radio Clubs, etc., of 
possible needs; and imple- 
ment any feasible and prac- 
tical protective measures at 
critical and vulnerable in- 
stallations, e.g., dyking by 
means of bulldozing or 
dumping earth around the 
site.

Library expansion reflects town growth 


The . Annual Report for 
1973 of St, Albert Public 
Library shows continued 
growth in all aspects of the 
library’s service, Accord- 
ing to the report the collec- 
tion was given top priority 


for the year in an effort to 
reach a recognized mini- 
mum standard of two books 
per capita, An increase of 48 
per cent was realized, bring- 
ing the total collection at 
year end to 26,151 volumes, 
which is 1,45 books per cap- 
ita, Figures show that as 
the population of the town 
grew from 10,530 in 1969, 
to about 18,400 at year end 
1973, the collection grew 
from 9,552 volumes to -- 
26,151, 

Adult non fiction forms 
34 per cent of the collec- 
tion, followed by adult fic- 
tion at 21 per cent, juvenile 
| fiction at 20 per cent, juven- 
|ile non-fiction 15 per cent 
with Young Adult and Paper-

facility already too small, 
the report noted, and facing 
continued rapid expansion of 
both services and collection, 

With revenues of $82,030, 


and expenditures of $83,017, 
the library had 21973 budget 
deficit of $986, Municipal 
contribution of $66,484 for- 
med the major revenue 
source, with provincial grant 
of $9,477, other receipts of 
$3,483, A 1972 surplus of 
$2,585 was carried forward, 

Major expenditures were 
$32,725 for salaries and 
wages, and $27,450 for 
books, followed by $7,881 
for administration, Office 
expense of $3,975; janitor 
service at $3,175; rent at 
$2,900; building and equip- 
ment maintenance at $1,853 
and utilities at $1,478 
accounted for most of the 
remainder,

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Research goes forward 
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Reissued from W, O, Klatt’s 
office, District Agriculturist 

The following information 
was received by Ross Gould, 
District Agriculturist from 
the research centres at La- 
combe and Lethbridge. 
FORAGE CROPS: 

In silage tests carried out 
at Lacombe, where heat units 
range from 1800 to 2100 per 
year, oats out-yielded both 
corn and barley, Over a15 
year period oats yielded 8,8 
tons of silage per acre, bar- 
ley 7,9 and corn 6,2, 

Annual cereal pasture 
tests, also carried out at 
Lacombe, showed that spring 
seeded fall rye and the com- 
bination of fall rye and oats 
equalled or exceeded oats 
alone in pasture yield. The 
rye-oats combination gave 
the more uniform distribu- 
tion of yield over the pasture 
season, 

In tests carried out at 
Lethbridge, Russian wild rye 
grass produced 6,3 times as 
much beef per acre as native 
range grass, It also produced 
more than three times as 
much beef per acre as acom- 
bination of crested wheat- 
grass, native range and 
Russian wild rye pastured 
seasonally. The main advan- 
tage of the Russian wild rye 
was that steers continued to 
gain weight in the fall when 
other grasses had become 
unproductive, 

WEEDS; 

Two new wild oat herbi- 
cides, Endaven and Avenge, 
have shown promise in tests 
that have been conducted at 
Lacombe since 1969, Enda- 
ven appeared to give better 
wild oat control than Carbyne 
and was effective over a 
longer period of time in the 
weed’s development, The 
greatest yield increases oc- 
curred when the chemical 
was applied at the three-leaf 
stage of wild oat growth, 
Wheat and rape were toler- 
ant to the chemical, but bar- 
ley and oats were severely 
damaged by Endaven, Avenge 
showed promise for wild oat 


control in barley and perfor- 
med in a similar manner in 
wheat, Zephyr rapeseed was 
sensitive to this chemical. 
Avenge controlled wild oats 
from the three to five-leaf 
stage, giving aspraying per- 
iod similar in length to that 
of Endaven, 

The placement of Treflan 
in the soil was found to be 
extremely important in tests 
carried out at Lacombe, Its 
effectiveness was reduced 
when it was placed more than 
three inches below the soil 
surface and when the soil had 
a high organic matter con- 
tent, 

A new chemical, still un- 
named, being tested at La- 
combe, reduced a severe 
quackgrass infestation by 90 
per cent without damaging 
barley that was seeded two 
weeks later. In fact, barley 
yields were doubled on the 
treated plot. Canada thistle 
and dandelion control with 
this chemical was not good 
but still encouraging, 

SOILS: 

At Lethbridge it was found 
that applications of nitrogen 
fertilizer increased the pro- 
tein content of Cypress, 
Manitou and Glenlea, The 
baking quality was not re- 
duced, However, the low bak- 
ing quality of Pitic 62 was 
not improved with the higher 
protein content, 

Also at Lethbridge, fall 
applications of phosphorus 
improved the winter survi- 
val of fall rye, but fall app- 
lications of more than 200 
pounds of nitrogen reduced 
winter survival, 

In studies carried out at 
the research sub-station at 
Vegreville, it was found that 
mixing the subsoil with the 
topsoil through deep plow- 
ing (24’’) produced signifi- 
cant crop yield increases, 
The plants were able to take 
up more nitrogen and potas- 
sium from the deep-plowed 
soil, The reason is probably 
that the lime from the sub- 
soil makes the topsoil less 
acidic and the percolation

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and storage of water is more 
effective when the ‘hardpan’ 
layer just below the sur- 
face, is broken up, 
Demonstrations on deep 
plowed land in the Fleet and 
Halkirk areas showed a yield 
increase from 3/4 to 1.1/2 
tons of bromegrass per acre, 
The yield increase for oats 
was 10 bushels per acre by 
weight. At Coronation, bar- 
ley grown on a severe sol- 
onetzic soil showed yield in- 
creases of from 27 to 41 
bushels per acre, Also, in 
all cases, the bushel weight 
of crops grown on the deep 
plowed land was higher, in- 
dicating a higher feed value, 
MISCELLANEOUS; 
Research at Lethbridge 
showed that systemic seed 
treatment with Vitaflow was 
effective against the soil- 
borne disease, stalk smut, 
in rye as well as against 
seed-borne diseases, The 
old mecurial seed treat- 
ments did not provide pro- 
tection against stalk smut. 
It was found at Lacombe 
that toxic nitrate levels were 
present insummer-sownrye 
pastures which were sever- 
ely infested with leaf rusts, 
Since similar studies have 
not been done on other cer- 
eal pastures, it might be an 
idea to test rust infested 
greenfeed and cover crops 
for toxic nitrate levels, 
A plant disease survey, 
carried out by the Lacombe 
research station, showed 


that cereal crop yields in 
1972 were reduced by as 
much as 20 per cent from 
a combination of root rots 
and leafdiseases, These los~- 
ses could be reduced if crop 
rotations were planned so 
that crops were not planted 
that were susceptible todis- 
ease organisms likely to be 
in the soil, In cases of some 
soil-borne diseases, syst- 
emic seed treatments might 
also be helpful.

The CANFARM Ration 
Formulation Service pro- 
vides least cost feed com- 
binations designed to meet 
the livestock’s nutritional 
needs, 

Bill Brown, of the Farm 
Management Bsanch of Al- 
berta Agriculture, says with 
today’s high feed prices itis 
uneconomical to feed higher 
cost nutrients or more nut- 
rients than the animal re- 
quires, A good farm mana- 
ger should strive to feed his 
livestock a balanced and 
complete ration atleast cost 

What does a reduction in 
feed costs mean in terms of 
dollars? Mr. Bzown explains 
it this way; 

Take, for example, a feed- 
lot operation that reduces 
its feed costs by only one 
cent per head per day, Of 
course, in the example, the 
animal’s production must 
stay the same, say an aver- 
age daily gain of two pounds 
per day. The feedlot has 
100 steers that are being 
fed out for 200 days, 

Total feed cost savings 
-- 1¢/head/day x 100 head 
x 200 days -- $200,00, 


Therefore, says Mr, Br- 
own, the feedlot manager has 
saved $200 by cutting his 
feed costs by only one cent 
per head per day, The ad- 
vantages naturally increase 
if feed costs are cut by 
greater amounts, 

How does the farm mana- 
ger go about reducing feed 
costs? Of prime importance 
is that rations should be bal- 
anced to provide the essen- 
tial nutrients in the amounts 
required by the particular 
class of livestock, If the 
rations are not balanced, 
production will be adversely 
affected. The manager 
should seek assistance in 
balancing his rations either 
from his feed industry re- 
presentative or his local dis- 
trict agriculturist. 

A tool that can be used 
by both the farm manager 
and his local agent is the 
CANFARM Ration Formula- 
tion Service, With care in- 
put of the information the 
service will give a least 
cost combination of those 
feeds available to you that 
will meet the livestock’s nu- 
tritional needs, 

The input needs by the 
Ration Formulation service 


are as follows:

Hog incentive 
program continues, 


Re-issued by Bob Berry, 
Ass’t, District Agriculturist 

Dr, Hugh Hocrner, Al- 
berta’s Minister of Agricul- 
ture, announced that the 
Alberta Government’s temp- 
orary hog production incen- 
tive program will be contin- 
ued in April, It is not yet 
known how long the program 
will last, 

The dressed carcass pay- 
ment of $4.50 per hundred 
weight, which is adminis- 
tered by the Alberta Hog 
Producers Marketing Board, 
applies to market hogs sold

In recent weeks, hog pro- 
ducers in Alberta have been 
marketing hogs at prices that 
are averaging areturn which 
is much below the current 
total cost of production, The 
low market prices and a feed 
cost price spiral are putting 
future pork supplies under 
serious pressure, It is hoped 
that the temporary hog pro- 
duction incentive program, 
which takes care of a smal! 
portion of the loss, will en- 
courage producers to stay in 
production, 

The basic purpose of the 
program is to help ensure 
a future pork supply for th/ 
consumer,
